SOME LONG TRIPS 


MADE IN MACHINES 


Suffering in Small Com- 


munities for Supplies 


That are Held Up. 


Atlanta. Go... May 25.—The substitu- 


tion of automobiles for railroad train 
service was the development in today's 
trike of the Georgia railroad firemen. 
Between fully fifty towns In central 
ind northeast Georgia scores of gaudy 
automobiles whirred today on sched- 
ules which sometimes beat the loco- 
motive, which, with fires out, stood 
sullen, without a wheel moving the 
length and breadth of the Georgia rail- 
road system. 


The automobile service was mostly 
wn to town runs, but 
there were 


many machines runnhjg seventy miles, 
or more than a third of the distance 
from Atlanta to Augusta, the route 
of the main line of the railroad. Pas- 
senger rates in those automobiles were 
quite 
unrequited. 
Some 
machines 


could be had from $4 to ?G per hour. 
One party of four chugged into At- 
lanta to the tune of $45 for the party 
for a. fast forty-mile ride, something 
over 25 cents per mile per head. 


Rural P. M.'s Work Hard. 


The fighj of the rural postmaster* to 


deliver their mail became Inspiring. 
Daylight today brought in two rain- 
soaked, mud-bespattered 
postmasters 


from the vicinity of Lthonia, carrying 
heavy sacks of mall, after an all-night 
struggle over pitch dark roads in an 
automobile. 
A brief stop here and 


back they went to ride along far Into 
the night with the return mail. The 
division superintendent,

said the Georgia postmasters have been 
authorized to use automobiles when- 
ever possible, but that they were not 
authorized to spend any money for au- 
tomobiles and that they were using 
commendable ingenuity to obtain ma- 
chines.

Unquestionably the normal

vote in. this county is at least 1,500, 
but there has been a dissatisfaction 
in the country districts which started 
with the building of the new $200,000 
court house and has come down to the 
hitch rack question which will affect 
the "dry" .vote.. .Out of this- peculiar 
condition the city is expected to go 
"dry" and the 
country "wet."

Made Them Close. 


"Now, since then the police have 


gone into places 
down town 
and 


warned the proprietors that they were 
exceeding .the limit of time and have 
made them hustle these 
customers 


right out and close up. 
These very 


same policemen have walked right up 
to the corner of Calhoun and Wayne 
streets and watched crowds go into 
the Kleindinst saloon and have never 
made any inquiry and this applies to 
the whole night force. 


"There has never .been a town where 


gambling has been carried on that 
there has not been some hint that 
somebody was being paid to allow it 
to go on and it seems strange that if 
the police department wanted to re- 
lieve itself of this that this gambling 
was not discovered until I went out 
and got it myself. 


"Anybody can get a policeman to do 


private business. 
If anybody has s. 


forged check passed on him, or has a 
ball game or a dance or anything of 
that kind he can always get a police 
officer to attend to his business for 
him and I think there is too much of 
this private interest serving instead o£ 
doing what is required by the city. 
There ought to be a law 'to make a 
bigger incidental fund and to require- 
that all policemen employed by pri- 
vate 
citizens 
shall 
be 
employed 


through 
the 
department 
and 
the 


money thus derived shall go to the 
department and not to the individuals. 
There's too much o£ this thing of do- 
ing duty for outsiders and incident- 
ally getting money from the city. 


Many Duties Overlooked. 


"The city has dozens of ordinances 


against blockading the sidewalks and 
dumping things into the gutter -yet I 
have seen policemen stand and sea 
these laws violated and never as much 
as .make a report about it. The other 
night I took a car and rode out to the 
end of Broadway and as I went out 
I noticed three street lights that were 
not burning. I came back and they 
were still out and two or three hours 
afterward I found out there was no 
report and at the same time we had 
a trouble man snoozing in the base- 
ment waiting to be called out on this 
kind of work. 


"The policemen have plenty to do 


for the city and yet they stand on the 
corners and neglect this every day, 
but you can always get one for pri- 
vate duly where there is a dollar in 
It." 


The mayor said he had taken no 


action in regard to this neglect of 
duty and had not asked for a resigna- 
tion from any of the men or officers. 
He did not say either that he would 
take any steps to correct the evils he 
complained of.

Russian 
Duma Takes Up 


Series of Laws. 


St. Petersburg, May 25.—Tho duma 


.oday began the discussion of a law 
e'salizing the sect of Old Believers. 
This is the first of a series of Import- 
mt measures designed to put into ef- 
ect the principles of religious liberty 
>nunclated in the emperor's manifesto 
of May 13. 1905. The sect of the Old 
believers, which in various forms em- 
>races fifteen million worshippers, is 
'.he largest dissident body in Russia, 
't separated from the parent orthodox 
church during the period of religious 
•eforms under Peter, the Great. 


The bill, which was first enacted as 


an emergency measure, after the disso- 
ution of the second duma, grants the 
Old Believers the free practices of their 
religion, together with certain special 
rights, but It denies them the privilege 
of proselyting among the members of 
the orthodox church, of preaching in 
public, or of using the title of priest 
"or their clergymen. The bill was sub- 
ected to p.. two-sided attack. A rep- 
resentation of the holy synod denied 
entirely the right 
of 
parliament to 


egislate In matters affecting the orth- 
odox church, while the! liberals pro- 
posed amendments removing the above 
restrictions.

Secretary of War Dickinson Dispels 


Canal Doubts. 


Washington, May 25.—Secretary of 


War Dickinson, who has just returned 
from a twenty-day inspection of the 
Panama canal, yesterday said all the 
engineering; problems advanced in the 
construction of a lock type, of canal 
would be worked out -successfully by. 
the canal commission. 


Mr. Dickinson said that whatever 


doubts he hay have had as to the lock 
system being better than the sea level 
typo were dissipated by his visit to the 
isthmus, where he observed the hilly 
condition of the country. There are no 
serious labor problems on the isthmus, 
he added. 


The secretary resumed his duties at 


the war department and showed he 
was considerably improved from the 
attack of illness, accompanied by five 
or six days of fever, he suffered in the 
tropics. 


Herbert Pearson, of Fairmount, Ind., 


who is employed in the accounting 
service on the Isthmus " of Panama, 
while here yesterday en route to Indi- 
ana, said: 


"Those who are criticising the canal 


'and predicting failure are not engi- 
neers. If they were they would have 
a better understanding of the problem. 
Work on the canal is moving along 
rapidly and successfully. If pressure 
is applied the canal can be completed 
In four years. In the regular course it 
will be completed in five years. There 
is no ground for any pessimistic talk 
about the canal."

For this a 
French remedy convenient for many 
persons at certain seasons of the year 
is an extract made from horse chest- 
nuts. These, by the way, are among 
the most powerful of astringents, anc 
are used by the Parisians in many 
different cosmetics when bleaching is 
desired. 


The horse chestnut extract is made 


by shelling and blanching the nuts, as 
one would almonds. 
They are then 


broken and put into a warm—not hot— 
oven, to remain for hours until they 
become quite dry and hard. The pieces 
are then reduced 
to a powder by 


pounding. Then 
a tablespoonful is 


put Into small cheesecloth hags that 
are sewed to prevent leakage, and the 
bag is thrown into warm water about 
five minutes before 
the 
hands are 


washed.' It should be hung to dry 
when not in use, so it will serve for 
four or five times. 


A mixture to bo prepared at any 


season of the year is made from 'one 
teaspoonful of muriate of ammonia, a 
tablespoonful of aromatic vinegar, and 
one quart of soft water. The hands 
are soaked In this for fifteen minutes, 
morning and night and as they must 
bo clean before using, tho same .bath 
will serve as long as the liquid lasts. 
Only the palms and fingers need he 
Immersed. This is done by pouring 
the liquid In a plate and stretching the 
hands flat palms down. 


Spirits or campnor Is a liquid that 


may act beneficially upon moist palms 
and may he used as frequently as Is 
desired. It should be kept from th1 


, back of the hands, as it Is too drying 
for the outer surface.
